RITCHIE CONDEMNS THE DOLE 


‘‘In.the proposal ‘of compulsory 
unemployment insurance for the Un- 
ited States there is a danger of bur- 
eaucracy so great that it would out- 
weigh atl our others put together,’’ 
writes Governor C. Ritchie, of Mary- 
land. ‘‘So far has the British dole 
degenerated that almost anybody om 
of work can demand 1: job as good 
as the best he ever had or else draw 
insurance from the national treasury, 
whose advances now aggregate over 
$800,000,000, paid to jdle, who have 
increased from 2,250,000 to 12,000,- 
000. 

‘“‘Not the American people but 
American industry must ehoose the 
way of meeting the problem for Am- 
erica. No thinking person wants the 
State or the nation to provide for 
labor in times of enforced idleness ir 
industry will fulfil its obligation. 
But many States are now active in 
the movement, and a Federal bill 
will be before Congress next Decem- 
ber. If business will do nothing 
about it, then government must and 
will. 

Governor Ritchie is evidently ad- 
amantly opposed to the dole system. 
It is an attitude of mind which is 
general among Canadian citizens. 
We realize that the dole has palpable 
draw-backs, and public opinion here 
definitely opposed to institution of 
non-contributory unemployment _ in- 
surance. 

However, it is am easier thing to 
condemn the British system than to 
find any other unemployment rem- 
edy. We can only watch develop- 
ments on the other side of the At- 
lantic and hope for the best. 

For ourselves, however, we can 
|take Governor Ritchie’s warning to 
| heart. We can, perhaps, take steps 
|to avert the growth of the dole sys- 
tem in Canada, for the Dominion is 
young, undeveloped and has the fut- 
ure ahead of it. And the first step 
is to simplify our present system of 
inaugurating nelief works. 

Extensive government expenditur- 
|es on public works during periods of 
depression, and a policy of govern- 
mental economy during boom times, 
is the besit unemployment relief pol- 
icy to adopt. We are suffering at 
the present time from lack of ongan- 
ization. The first necessity is Ped- 
eral leadership and organization dur- 
ing the current depression. The 
second necessity is for a policy of 
continual awaredness of the poss ibil- 
ity of unemployment. Otherwise we 
may find the dole system on us be-

If the railways ‘can carry 
rates, these rates should apply to the 


This is a curious attitude * take 
at the present time. It is generally 
admitted that the railways today are 
facing obstacles that they have nev- 
er faced before, that they have been 
driven into unfair competitios with 
transportation companies which ut- 
ilize government-supported roads, 
(while the railways have to meet 
track maintenance expenses), and 
that—most important or all—Cana- 
dians railway must be saved at all 
costs from losing prestige. - 

Let us assume, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that the express rates 
charges by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way in areas where there is no cut- 
throat competition are high enough 
to bring im a considerable profit. 
What about the hundreds of utilities 
operated at a loss by the company 
for ithe benefit of Canadians and to 
attract tourists to Canada? ‘Does 
the Bassano Mail presume pleasure 
resorts and winter gardens which are 
subsidaries to the railway—but ex- 
tremely expensive subsidiaries are 
being run at a profit at the pe 
time? 

It is patently evident that the 
railroads are today forced to meet an 
enormous drain. We do not begrudge 
the railways what profit they can 
make, providing no section of the 
community is specifically penalized, 
and we do not believe the present is 
a good time to capitalize unfair com- 
petition to force a uniform reduction 
port the railway.

NEW RECORDS BY. 
BRITISH FLIERS. 


The solid: achievements of British 
aircraft may be overlooked im the 
f‘ballyhoo’’ which greets foreign 
achievements, simply because they: 
are foreign. On the same day that 
Mr. J. A. Mollisénm landed at ‘Croy- 
don and established a new record 
flight by air between Australia and 
England, Miss Amy Johnson and 
Mr. C. S. Humphreys stepped out. of. 
a Gypsy moth at the Tachikawa air- 
port, near Tokio, whither they had 
flown from England inside of ten 
days. Inevitably overshadowed by 
Hollison’s achievemend, this journey 
to Japan is yet a magnificent ex- 
ample of the kind of ‘‘grand _ tour- 
ing’’ associated nowadays with light 
airplane travel. The airplane, exact- 
ly similar in essentials to Mollison’s 
was completely standard, carrying a 
normal load of 35 gallons of fivel. 
Miss Johnston and Mr. Humphry es- 
tablished a light plane record for the 
trip to Tokio, and showed how com- 
paratively simple at some seasons of 
the year is the air journey across the 
immense spaces of Asiatic Russia. 
Their notable journey has scarcely 
been mentioned, though some of our 
papers have been flooded with news 
of Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh’s flight.

‘‘The Montreal Power Company 
has had from an early date a very 
substantial interest in the Beautar- 
nois project and apparently this in- 
terest has been extended, until now 
it is commonly believed that Power

“It has always been the policy of 
Montreal Light, Heat and Power to 
maintam a close physical association 
with the corporations upon which it 
depends for its power supplies—as 
witness the stock interest in Shawin- 
igan, its partial control of Montres!

PRICE ADVANCE PROBABLE 


A recent survey of the world wheat 
situation indicates thet production 
this year is likely to be considerably 
leas than estimated a few months 
ago. Incessant rains have played ha- 
voc with the crop prospects in Great 
Britain, France and Germany, and 
from Russia there is news that a 
prolonged drought will-seriously de- 
crease production in that country. 
While reports from Russia must be 
taken with a grain of salt, the gen- 
eral impression in leading grain 
circles is that in spite of increas- 
ed acreage, the Russian crop will be 
smaller than last year. Moreover, ow- 
ing to increased agitation at home 
for mire liberal food supplies, the 
proportion available for export will 
be restricted in any event. Last 
year’s experiment of dumping all 
the available wheat on the world’s 
markets in order to get foreign cred- 
it nearly caused a revolution. Re- 
ports from the Argentine and Aus- 
tralia declare that amount of wheat 
available for export will be greatly 
curtailed. 

In view of all these conditions, it 
would not be surprising if there is 
an early improvement in prices for 
Canadian wheat. The prairie crop 
is much smaller than a year ago but 
the quality is high and so far har- 
vesting conditions have been very fa- 
vorable. 

A recent report from Washington 
stated that the acreage to be seeded 
in winter wheat in the States will be 
greatly restricted this fall, due to 
the prevailing low prices. Accord- 
ing to the forecast the winter wheat 
area may be less this fall than in 
the preceding autumn by an average 
of 16 per cent. Applied to all the 
producing states, that would mean a 
total of 35,600,000 acres against 42,- 
250;000 in 1930. The average yield 
expectancy would be 465,000,000 bu- 
shels compared with a current pro- 
duction of about 775,000,000. If the 
department of agriculture data bear 
out these calculations, the farm board 
will have witnessed a long step tc- 
ward fulfillment of its recommenda- 
tiom that acreage be reduced to a 
point where, normally, the output 
will be approximately sufficient to 
meet domestic requirements alone 
The statistics cited, of course refer 
to winter wheat only. The north 
western spring wheat territory is not 
included, since intentions as to sow- 
ing time will not be made apparent 
im a defin‘'te manner until early in 
1932. en

Mr. E. W. Beatty: discussed at 
Fredericton the other day the diffi- 
culties which confront Canadiam rail- 
roads. The railwalys, he said, found 
thomscives faced by all the problems 
attending wide-spread depression 
combined with competition present- 
ed by new types of transportation— 
the motor bus ard motor vehicles 
in general. It was felt, he went on, 
that the time had come when the 
re:iways might ask the provinces to 
adopt legislation and establish con- 
trol which would define the sphere 
of cperation for the two types of 
transportation, and he believed an 
equitable division could be made. Sir 
Henry Thornton expressed similar 
views bofore a parliamentary com- 
mittee. 

Unquestionably the railways have 
a strong case in this matter. They 
openate under rates and conditions 
fixed and controlled by the Domin- 
ion board of railway commissioners, 
in respect to passengers and freight.

WITHOUT AUTHORITY - 

The new National Government, 
formed by Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, 
has been repudiated by the Trades 
Unions, as was fully expected. A 
statement has been iscued to the ef- 
fect that, as far as organized labor 
in Great Britain is concerned, the 
government formed three days ago is 
a government without authority. 

There have been far greater polit- 
ical dramas than that which has tak- 
en place in Great Britain during the 
past week. We ar2 perhaps a little 
too close to it to appreciate the fine 
points. The historian will apprec- 
iate thom. The main aspects of the 
crisis have already received full 
truatment in the press. Th2 persin- 
al drama has been only lightly touch- 
ed upon. 

Three men are the central figurec 
—Ramsay MacDonald, Smowden and 
Thomas. These men did perhaps 
more than any other men in Great 
Britain to clarify the sccial issues of 
their age and to byild an organiza- 
tion which gave the British working 
classes a voice and a weapon. Nobody | 
doubts their sincerity. They have 
made Labor a force to be reckoned 
with, perhaps the strongecit political 
force in the United Kingdom. 

After two years of power, the 
three of them sudideny found them- 
selves up againsit as appalling a dil- 
ema as statesmen have ever faceq. 
They had to uphold the principles 
they had advccated all their lives 
and |.t British prestige crumble; or 
they had to make an action in direct 
contradiction to everything they had 
proach. d and maintain British pres- 
tige. They chose the latter course, 

They are now men without author- 
ity as far as ther own electorates 
are concerned, and without author- 
ity as far as the ideals they have 
professed are concerned. The events 
of the past twenty-four hours have 
made it clear that they are singing 
their own swan song. From new on 
we shall hear couxtless speeches to 


the effect that the three traitors— 
MacDonald, Snowden and Thomas— 


sold the working classes to the banks, 
that their professed idealism was 
empty talk and that they could not 
rise to the great occasion. And we 
shall hear countless other «peeches, 
from the cther side, to the efifect 
that at last they saw the err:r of 
their ways, and saved their country. 


and therefore inevitably incorrect. 
The three men, faced by a_ specific 
fet of circumstances, decided that the 
only way to carry on was by repud- 
iating by action the ideals they are 
supposed to consider dearer than 
anything else. They followed the 
course dictated by circumstances. 
None of them is a young man. In 
any case their political course is al 
most run. The chances aie that when 
the National Government is dissolved 
they will go into retirement—wheth- 
er in the House of Lords or in some 
less impressive place is of little im- 


portanee. The point is they will 
have made their last political gec 
ture—the gesture which cancelled 
out every action they had previously 
professed.

SHAW REPLIES TO CHURCHILL 

Winston Churchill, former chancel 
lor of the British exchequer, dis- 
tinguished figure in the Conservative 
party, recently assailed 
Shaw for the pro-Soviet views 
pressed by the famous -atirist dur- 
ing his visit to Rusgia.

talist and a most sincere Commun- 
ist, His spiritual home is in Russia, 
but he lives comfortably in Bngland, 
which he derides and abuses on ev- 
ery oceasion.’’ Mr. Churchill also 
vigorously criticised Lady Astor, 
who actompanied the Britieh writer 
to Russia. And now Bernard Shaw 
reves in the following article: 

By George Bernard Shaw 

London, Aug. 22--Winston Church- 
ill, in his very entertaining account 
of the trip to Russia made by Lady 
Astor, Marquis Lothian and myself, 
hss naively overlooked its main po- 
litical object, which was to undo as 
far as possible the mischief made by 
his Russiaphobia. 

It will interest him to learn that 
he was the leading subject in the 
conversation we had with Joseph 
Stalin, general secretary of the Com- 
munist party in the Soviet Union. 

The situation was a quaint one. 
There were we, who are on most cor- 
dial terms with Mr. Churchill (like 
all who know him) protesting that 
Russia is the bee in his bonnet. That 
on this subject he is only a scnoolboy 
and anti-Jecobin echoing Burke's ro- 
mantic blather about Marie Antoin- 
etie a century out of dato and hope- 
leowly pre-Marx in his historical 
equipment. | i) 

His description of Russia, we 
maintained, was precisely anticipated 
by Shakespear 300 years ago as a 
tale told by an idiot full of sound and 
fury and signifying nothing. 

But Stalin was skeptical. He has 
a high opinion of Mr. Churchill’s ab- 
ility. He compelled us to admit that 
Mr. Churchill has literary talent, 
that he has wit and energy, and that 
on the Oongervative benches he 
shines as an intellectual force. 

As--said Stalin—no intelligent 
man could possibly believe the 
nonsense Mr. Churchill talks 
about Russia, is it not clear that 
he is deliberately trying to work 
up a renewal of his  counter- 


revolutionary war against the 
Soviet? Was not that more 
creditable than that a very 


clever man could be on one sub- 

ject only a ridiculous monoman- 

iac? 

We could not pretend that Mr. 
Churchill is, in respect to Russia tue 
only fool in England, or that Rus- 
sia can with any prudence disband a 
single red regiment while there is a 
daily possibility of Stanley Baldwin 
coming into power and including Mr. 
Churchill in his cabinet. 

All we could say was that such 
an inclusion was highly improbable, 
as Mr. Baldwin must know that if 
the next general election is fought 
on the foreign afifairs and the na- 
tion asked to choose between Win- 
ston and Uncle Arthur (Henderson) 
Labor would win hands down. 

Stalin hoped so, but would take 
the second half on my advice, which 
was to put trust in God and keep his 
powder dry. 

We suggested that Stalin in- 
vite Mr. Churchill to Russia and 
g:t him to blow off steam on the 
spot. Stalin laughed heartily and 
intimated thet he would be de- 
lighted to have him in Mos- 
cow. We changed the subject. 
And now Mr Churchill knows that 
I have a word to add on _ personal 
points. 

Mr. Churchill has a fixed idoa 
that I ‘‘squealed’’ when I was sup- 
er-taxed, and thet Lady Astor is a 
notorious gambler on the turf. The 
only occasion on which I squealed 
was when I condemned Mr. Church- 
ill when he was chanceller of the ex- 
chcequer for letting himsclf be hum- 
bugged by the city and intimidated 
by his back-benchers into taking 
sixpence off the income tax when, as 
is now obvious, he should have put 
ancther shilling on to it, and ‘half 
a crown on the super-tax into the

CHINA REPRESENTS + 
GREAT OPPIRTUNITY 


Japan and China offer the country 
two markets of potentially enonmous 
value, according to Hon. H. M. Mar- 
ler, Canadian Minister in Japan. His 
address in Oalgary yesterdey electtri- 
rified a large gathering of leading 
business mon, and more particularly 
that portion of it dealing with trade 
prospects in Chiria. 

Owing to the unsettlod conditions 
in China, many Canadians are lab- 
oring under the impression that her 
foreign trade is negligible. Mr. 
Marler effectively disposed of that 
impression. By official statistics, it 
is shown that in 1929 China purchas- 
ed abroad $800,000,000 worth of 
goods. A large percentage of this 
trade could have been supplied by 
Canada, but her average sales for the 
three years, 1927-29, for which fig- 
ures are available, were pitifully 
small. Statistics presenting the — 
Chinese purchases from the United 
States and Canada, which were pub- 
lished recently reveal 


the immense 

disparity in the totals ‘or the two 
North American nations. 

Mr. Marler put the situation 


squarely up to the business men of 
the Dominion. The federal govern- 
ment has blazed the trail. It has in- 
ereased the corps of official trade 
representatives in China and in Jap- 
an and ds doing everything within its 
power to stimulate trade there. Oan- 
adian manufacturers must go after 
this vast trade, which will further in- 
crease as soon as China cttains con- 
stitutional stability. China will not 
always be -in turmoil, torn by civil 
war. Great Britain reaped huge 
profits from her Chinese trade be- 
fore the ‘revolution of a few years 
ago upset China’s commercial mach- 
inery. 

As the nearest of the occidental 
nations to China, Canada is in a 
most favored position to build up 
trade. This gives us a valuable ad- 
vantage in the fight for a market on 
which the cyes of the whole trading 
world are focussed. Mr. Marler ad- 
vises against further delay in vigor- 
ous prosecution of our advantages. 
It is time now to develop as much 
trade with China as possible. De- 
lay simply means the development of 
kecner competition from other na- 
tions. 

The presence of Mr. Marler in the 
Orient and the cecupancy of the port- 
folio of trade and commerce by Hon. 
H. H. Stevens, a man thoroughly 
alive to the potentialities of trade in 
the Orient, promise splendid results 
in the forthcoming trade drive. But 
in the final analysis the situation is 
in the hands of the manufacurers 
and exporting firms of the Domin- 
ion.

A Scotch Communist rioter in 
Vancouver is to be depcrted by the 
Dcminion authorities. The action 
taken in this case is to be com- 
mended.

When they transgress the law th-, 
forfeit their right to its protection. 

Men who by their public  utter- 
ances incite others to break the law 
are equally» guilty with the law 
breakers, even though they are 
careful not to commit illegal acts 
themselves. Men who aro thus eas- 
ily led into law breaking can have 
no good excuse to offer for their 
lawlessness and are entitled to little, 
if any, sympathy. 

Where offences against law and 
good order are committed, wither by 
word or act, by those who are sub- 
ject to deportation regulations of 
the country, it is the part of wisdom, 
particularly in such times as the 
present, for the authorities rigidly 
to enforce those regulations. At no 
time in the history of Canada has} 
there been greater need for one hun- 
dred per cent. loyalty to the nation- 
al cause on the part of the Canadian 
people. Loyalty to the national cause 
calls for full support given to the 
authorities in the preservation of law

Winnipeg—Cabinet ministers and 
civil service employes of the Mani- 
toba government will have their sal- 
aries lowered, starting from  Sep- 
tember 1. The Manitoba administra- 
tion hopes to save at least $300,000 
by cutting cabinet ministers’ salar- 
ies 12 per cent. and civil service em- 
ployes two per cent.

lief. Premier John Bracken, under 
the salary cut, will lose $1040, rep- 
resenting a cut of $960 in straight 
salary and $80 in legislative session- 
al indemnity.

Premier Bracken, in announcing 
the step, said other ministers will 
have their calaries lowered by $800 
each, including reduction of seseion-
